From tornadoes in the U.S. to heavy snow 
in Europe, things are crazy everywhere 




Severe weather moved through the Southeast U.S. on Tuesday, sparking flooding and tor- 
nadoes. Meanwhile, heavy snow reduced much of Britain to a crawl. Here’s a look at what’s 
going on, meteorologically speaking, from wire reports 


Heavy rain 

Air traffic in the Northeast was af- 
fected Wednesday by wind and heavy rain. 
Ground stops were in effect at Kennedy and 
LaGuardia airports in New York and major 
delays also were reported in Newark, N.J., and 
in Philadelphia. Heavy rain also was reported 
across western Pennsylvania. 


Snow 

Heavy snow grounded all flights at 
London’s Gatwick Airport on Wednesday in the 
worst early winter weather to hit Britain in al- 
most 20 years, which could cost the economy 
billions of dollars. Britain has not seen such 
widespread early snowfall since 1993. More 
snow is affecting a good portion of Europe. 


Catastrophic floods 

The death toll from flooding and mud- 
slides in Venezuela rose to 25 as a state of 
emergency was extended from one to three 
states and the capital district, according to 
state-run TV. At least 50,000 people were dis- 
placed from their homes and that number is 
expected to rise with the waters. 


Tornadoes 

The National Weather Service confirmed 
Wednesday that a tornado packing winds of 
130 mph tore through suburban Atlanta, dam- 
aging more than 50 homes and a business. 
Several injuries also were reported. “It was ter- 
rifying at the time,” Edwin Pellicia, a Buford, Ga., 
resident told CNN affiliate WXIA. “Now, you’re 
just thankful to be alive. Today, you really ap- 
preciate the time that you have with family and 
having your life.”

Whom the next mayor of Chicago will be is the million (possibly 
laundered) dollar question.

IT’S (ALMOST) OFFICIAL-ILLINOIS CIVIL UNIONS BILL 
MOVES TO GOV. QUINN, WHO SUPPORTS LEGISLATION

SPRINGFIELD Civil unions for same-sex couples could take place in Illinois starting 
next summer after the state Senate on Wednesday approved a measure supporters 
hailed as a historic breakthrough for equality 
The legislation would let gays and lesbians use civil unions as a way to enjoy 
several of the same rights as people who are married, ranging from sharing a nurs- 
ing home room to being involved in dramatic end-of-life decisions. Heterosexual 
couples also could opt for civil unions instead of marriage under the bill. 


The Democratic-controlled Senate ap- 
proved the bill 32-24 with the help of one Re- 
publican, sending the measure to Gov Quinn 
after it cleared the a much tougher hurdle in 
the House a day before. 

“The implications of this legislation are not 
only enormous,” said Sen. Jeff Schoenberg 
(D -Evanston), “the/re historic. 

“On fundamental civil rights, the transfer 
of property survivor benefits, how individuals 
express their final wishes with their last gasps 
of life. Those are the questions that are really 
before us. Those are the equal protections un- 
der the law that history demands we embrace. 
... It’s time for us to look history in the eye and 
not flinch,” he said. 

The law takes effect June i if signed. Fol- 
lowing the Senate vote, Quinn declared it a 
“proud day for the people of our state and the 
families of our state.” 

Not everyone agreed. Several opponents 
said civil unions equate to gay marriage, and 


many questioned why the post-election vote 
took place when the state is in a financial mess. 

“We are the incompetence laughingstock 
of government mismanagement and mis- 
placed priorities, and our one-party {Demo- 
cratic} leadership spends our time on homo- 
sexual civil unions,” said Sen. Chris Lauzen 
(R-Aurora). 

Some supporters view civil unions as only a 
hurdle toward gaining equal marriage rights. 

‘Any step toward marriage is great,” Boys- 
town resident Paul Fruhwirth, 31, who has 
been with his partner for 10 years, told Red- 
Eye. “I say we take what we can get and hope 
for the best in the future and continue to 
work for it.” 

Sponsoring Sen. David Koehler (D-Peoria) 
said he saw the issue “through the eyes of a fa- 
ther who has a gay child” who “doesn’t have 
the same rights” as his two other daughters. 

Koehler characterized the approval as “Il- 
linois’ moment in time in which we helped 


CIVIL UNIONS VS. MARRIAGE

evolve the cause of justice and equality” 

The senator’s daughter Maggie Sullivan 
Koehler, 32, who watched the Senate vote 
with her partner, said the action represented 
an “early Christmas present.” 

The sole Republican vote for civil unions 
came from Sen. Dan Rutherford of down- 
state Chenoa, who was elected state treasurer 
last month and will be sworn in to that post 
in January “It’s the right thing to do,” he said. 

The vote put the Rev James Meeks, the 
Democratic senator running for mayor of 
Chicago, in the spotlight. Meeks stuck to his 


opposition to the measure despite having to 
face a potential backlash from gay voters on 
the Feb. 22 ballot. 

“I don’t think that a person should vote on 
a bill of that magnitude based on the next of- 
fice,” Meeks said. “I think they should base 
their vote on what they believe. And I believe 
that this is a bill about marriage, and I believe 
that the sanctity of marriage should be pro- 
tected, and it should be between a man and 
a woman.”

ers who worked to pass the bill in the House on Tuesday 
night, showed their support as they went desk to desk on 
the Senate floor. 

Supporters defeated a heavy opposition lobbying ef- 
fort led by the Catholic Conference of Illinois, which is 
headed by Cardinal Francis George. Thousands of people 
on both sides of the issue sent e-mails, visited legislators 
and made phone calls, Harris said. 

“There was no stone left unturned by the opposition,” 
said Harris, the House sponsor. “There was no stone left 
unturned by the advocates of our side.” 

While the law will require companies that provide 
spousal insurance coverage to offer the same coverage to 


partners in a civil union, there is little expectation that the 
new law will put economic pressure on businesses or the 
state itself 

Many Illinois companies already provide benefits for 
same-sex partners. Of the 192 Illinois companies in the 
database of the employee benefits consulting firm Aon 
Hewitt, 62 percent provide same-sex coverage. 

“There have been studies completed on this question on 
whether allowing for civil unions or LGBT marriage has 
an economic impact,” said Michael McRaith, director of 
the Illinois Department of Insurance. “What they show is 
that, in fact, when a state like Illinois allows for civil unions,

‘He was an irreplaceable man’ 


Family, friends 
mourn police officer 
gunned down in alley

Slain Chicago Police Officer Michael 
¥\isk was remembered at his funeral 
Wednesday as a cop who loved solving 
crimes. 

But as his daughter tearfully re- 
counted in a church paclced with hun- 
dreds of officers in dress blues, ¥\isk 
also was a father who doted on his 
four liids, who would break out sing- 
ing “Smoking in the Boys Room,” who 
loved tinkering with cars, who worked 
extra hours so his family could have all 
the “extra things.” 

“I would give it all back just to have 
one more day with my dad ... to tell 
the world’s greatest dad one last time 
how much I loved him,” said Margaret 
Flisk, known to her father as “his prin- 
cess Peg.” 

With Flisk’s three sons standing 
behind her, Margaret Flisk told her fa- 
ther’s friends and colleagues about all 
the small moments she treasured with 
her father— like riding on the back of 
his motorcycle— and all the big mo- 
ments he would now miss: her gradua- 
tion from college and her wedding. 

“The death of my father, our hero, is 
a tragedy,” she said at St. Rita of Cascia 
Shrine Chapel on the Southwest Side. 
“Having to answer the front door after 
a wonderful Thanksgiving to find out 
my father was murdered is a feeling I 
cannot put into words. 

“He was an irreplaceable man,” she 
said. “And most importantly hero.” 

Flisk and former CHA police offi- 
cer Stephen Peters were gunned down

in a South Chicago alley Friday as Flisk 
investigated a burglary to Peters’ car. 
A 19 -year-old parolee who lived across 
from Peters has been ordered held 
without bail in the slayings. 

“In my last moment with my father, 
I grasped his hand, which still had 
black evidence dust on it,” Margaret 
Flisk said. 

Stopping often to fight back tears, 
Margaret Flisk said her father clearly 
loved his job and would relate, in de- 
tail, the cases he was working on. On 
one occasion, he came home to find an 


empty jar of peanut butter and dusted 
it for prints to see “who was the per- 
petrator.” 

And he clearly loved his family dear- 
ly, she said. “Every morning, before my 
dad went to work, he would wake up 
my mother just to say he loved her.” 

“My father is in heaven now,” Mar- 
garet Flisk said. “I know this because 
the Bears are in first place. I also know 
this because justice has been served.” 

Before she spoke, a solemn proces- 
sion of officers brought her father’s 
casket up the aisle toward the dark 


marble altar. They placed five uniform 
hats on top as they took their seats. 
A portrait of Michael Flisk was dis- 
played to the left of the casket. 

“Because of bad choices by other 
people, we are here today,” the Rev 
Tom Mulcrone said. 

“Michael was a peacemaker,” Mul- 
crone said. “Let us live in peace. Maybe 
out of this senseless violence ... we can 
start to change. This is tough. But we 
can’t let violence and anger destroy us.” 

Flisk was buried at Holy Sepulchre 
Cemetery in Alsip. 


Stroger defends tax hike in fareweii address

Cook County Board President Todd 
Stroger defended his one-term legacy 
at his final meeting Wednesday saying 
he’s most proud of pushing through a 
sales tax increase, and he lauded the job 
performance of a cousin whose resigna- 
tion he forced during a hiring scandal. 
Both the controversial penny-on- 


the-dollar sales tax increase— which 
later was cut in half amid a public 
bacldash- and a series of hiring scan- 
dals were key issues in February’s 
Democratic primary in which Stroger 
finished last. 

“Raising that penny” was his great- 
est accomplishment, Stroger said after 
presiding over his last board meeting. 


“That penny literally kept the govern- 
ment running. Without that money, 
we would have had to shut some doors, 
cut days off, not provide some services 
as we actually are dictated to [provide] 
by the state.” 

Minutes earlier during his farewell 
comments, Stroger singled out for 
praise Donna Dunnings. She’s a cousin 


of Stroger’s and the county’s chief fi- 
nancial officer until April 2009, when 
details of how she had twice posted 
bail for troubled former steakhouse 
busboy Tony Cole surfaced. Stroger 
had hired and promoted Cole to a 
$6i,ooo-a-year job, but later fired him 
for allegedly concealing a conviction 
on his job application.

The Chicago area officially got its first measurable snow- 
fall Wednesday— about two weeks later than usual. 

Up until 6 a.m., only a trace of snow had been reported 
at O’Hare, the city’s official recording station. 

But as flurries picked up in the next few hours, at least 
one-tenth of an inch was recorded there, officially quali- 
fying the snowfall as “measurable,” according to the Na- 
tional Weather Service. 

The Chicago area usually sees its first measurable snow- 
fall around Nov i6. The earliest has been Oct. i8 (.7 inches 
in 1989, .2 inches in 1972). The latest is Dec. 16, 1965. 

The flurries arrived with a cold front that plunged tem- 
peratures into the 20s. 

Snow again is in the forecast for Saturday, when there 
could be some accumulation, though modest, according 
to WGNTV meteorologist Tom Skilling. 


DUDE, WHERE’S MY CAR? 

Somehow, 215 drivers didn’t get the word. 
That’s how many cars were ticketed, towed 
and impounded from 3-7 a.m., the first day of 
the four-month winter overnight parking snow 
ban on Chicago’s busiest streets.

Meanwhile, Chicago Lawn and South Chicago each saw two homi- 
cides in the past two weeks. 

In South Chicago, a 46 -year-old police officer and a 44-year-old man 
were shot to death Lriday In Chicago Lawn, an 18 -year-old man was 
shot to death Sunday and a 17-year-old boy was fatally shot Nov 21. 

Citywide, fatal shootings were recorded in Ashburn, Lakeview, 
New City, North Lawndale and West Englewood in the past two 
weeks. Also, a 71-year-old man was found stabbed to death Tuesday 
in South Shore and a female was found strangled to death Saturday in 
Logan Square. 

November ended Tuesday with 31 homicides, down from 36 homi-

What makes your live show great?

Detroit rapper earns a leading 10 Grammy nominations

The Feb. 13 Grammy Awards ceremony 
likely will turn into “The Eminem Show”: The 
rapper racked up a leading 10 nominations 
Wednesday for his “Recovery” 

Grammy voters love to reward artists mak- 
ing a comeback, and the 38-year-old did just 
that in the past year. He went almost five years 
between studio albums, spending much of his 
time holed up in his Detroit home battling 
an addiction to prescription medication. He 
nearly died of a methadone overdose in 2007. 

Eminem’s “Recovery” earned nominations 
for album of the year and best rap album, while 
“Love the Way %u Lie,” his hit featuring Ri- 
hanna, earned nods for record and song of the 
year, as well as best rap collaboration. 

Other leading nominees were Bruno Mars 
with seven, andJay-Z, Lady Antebellum and 
Lady Gaga, with six each. 

Leading categories were announced 
Wednesday during a live concert special from 
Club Nokia in L.A. that aired on CBS. It fea- 
tured performances by nominees Justin Bieber, 
Katy Perry, B.o.B and Miranda Lambert. 

The special’s most annoying moments— 
besides Perry’s millionth televised per- 


formance of “California Gurls,” was a satellite 
interview with first-time nominee Bieber. 

“Wow, it feels amazing, I can’t believe I’m 
in this position,” the 16 -year-old said. “I want 
to thank all my friends, everybody. I want to 
thank the board, I don’t know what to say” 

A disingenuous LL Cool J asked Bieber how 
it felt to be a superstar. 

“It feels good,” he said. “I don’t think of 
myself as a superstar, I think of myself as a just 
a regular person living my dream, you know?” 

At least the show had few overproduced 
performances. I’m sure the Grammy organiz- 
ers are saving those for the awards ceremony, 
airing at 7 p.m. Feb. 13 on CBS.
